WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan, 26.——The 
Canadian government wants informa- 
tion from the United States govern- 
ment on the coast guard ac‘ion of fir- 
ing on the Josephine K. off the Jersey 
coast Saturday, 

Hume Wrong, Canadian Charge 
d’Affaires, made the request today in 
a conference with Assistant Secretary 
Castle at the state department, No 
report on the incident had been re- 
ceived from the treasury, which has 
jurisdiction over the coast guard, at 
the time 

Previously, however, Assistant Sec- 
retary Lowman of the treasury, had 
called at the White House. He issued 
a statement saying the coast guard 
“was performing its statutory duly 
in prevention of smuggling” -in the 
capture of the Canadian schooner.

WITHIN SAFE LIMITS 


The bylaws committee of the city 
council has toned down the charter 
amendment for which council is asking 
the provincial legislature in regard to the 
replacement of public works, Instead of 
asking for power to replace or reconstruct 
public works of any and all kinds without 
reference to the taxpayers, the committee 
proposes that council ask only for power 
to rebuild a bridge which is no longer safe, 
the expenditure in any one case to not 
exceed $25,000. 

As thus altered the amendment is one 
which the legislature can approve without 
endangering the control of the burgesses 
over capital expenditures to any serious 
degree. The authority sought is specific- 
ally restricted to the rebuilding of worn 
out bridges, and the limit of expenditure 
is fixed at a relatively small sum. The 
amount is, in fact, so small that if condi- 
tions were normal council would be war- 
ranted in doing such work out of current 


revenue, thereby saving the cost of 
issuing debentures and the _ interest 
charges. 


OUT OF PROPORTION 


As the city council is to ask for sev- 
eral charter amendments at the coming 
session of the legislature, it would be well 
to include one which would reduce the 
majority necessary for the ratification of 
money by-laws from sixty-five to sixty, 
or even to fifty-five per cent. A proposal 
along that line was made by Mayor 
Douglas some weeks ago, and has been 
made on other occasions, and as yet no 
valid reason for maintaining the present 
margin has been advanced. 

A change in the same direction but to 
a greater degree was made a few years 
ago in reference to bylaws submitted by 
the public school board. Such bylaws now 
earry if they obtain fifty per cent of the 
votes cast plus one, That is perhaps car- 
rying the principle to the extreme, but 
there has been no protest even against 
that change. If a school bylaw can be 
approved by one more than half the total 
number of burgesses who record their 
votes, it is inconsistent that a bylaw sub- 
mitted by the city council should fail un- 
less two out of every three voters declare 
approval. The city council is quite as re- 
sponsible a body as the public school 
board, and the public utilities commission 
has and exercises quite as effective control 
over expenditures by council as over those 
of the board. 


CANADA “GOT IN WRONG” 

Comment appearing in British news- 
papers and guarded statements by certain 
public men leave no doubt that an impres- 
sion developed in Great Britain last year 
that Canada was trying to hold up the 
consumers of the old lands for a high 
price for wheat. Whether that impres- 
sion was justified, or who was responsible 
for it, are questions aside from the point. 

The effect has been the same, in weak- 
ening the preference for Canadian wheat, 
and in strengthening the demand for Ar- 
gentine and Russian wheat, whether or not 
there was any ground for the suspicion, 
and whoever may have been to blame. 
Canada has lost the commanding position 
it once occupied in the British market, 
largely because the consumer got the no- 
tion, right or wrong, that we were trying 
to take advantage of him.

In any arrangement that is made for 
“quota buying” the British Government 
can be trusted to see that clauses are in- 
serted which will prevent the consumer 
having to pay more than the world price 
for wheat. In the light of recent events 
Canada should welcome the inclusion of 
such guarantees. The stronger the as- 
surance thus conveyed to the oversea buy- 
er, the more willing he will be to buy from 
us.

PICKING GOVERNOR GENERAL 

Owen Clough formerly clerk of the senate of the 
South African Union, writes in the Ninetecnth Century 
this month on the position of the king in regard to 
the overscas empire. “There is no greater fallacy,” 
said Mr, Clough, “than the notion that, since the 
Imporial con.erence, the office of governor general 
of a dominion has become a mere rubber stamp. The 
governor generel will no longer be able to look to 
Whitehall for counsel or instruction, but he will have 
in future, even in times of political crisis, to act upon 
his own judgmint and initiative. What is more, 
particular responsibitity will rest upon those overseas 
governor genera's now in office, for, in the exercise 
of their duties, it will be they who will be creating the 
earlicst precedents in the unwritten procedure of their 
office, under the new status, in relation to the system 
of government. 

“Therefore, far from th» oflice of governor general 
becoming a mere formality, its now status will call 
for the exercise of the greatest care and capability 
by the governor general, as well as for the services of 
high y trained and experienced senior members of his 
staff. Should proper attention not be given to these 
matters, the office of the Crow. in ow overseas 
empire will fail in the .ulfilment of its functions, and, 
accordingly, the wheels of the constitutions] ma- 
chinery will not be performing their allotted tasks, 

“It 1% upon the Crown that the future of the 
empire dipends; let, therefore, the greatest care be 
taken and the most thorough investigation be made 
before any changes are established in the old system 
of appointments to the position of the king's repre- 
s.ntative, But there ls no reason why the selection 
for such appointment shoud not be extended to 
include persons from the dominions possessing the 
qualifications already indicated—provided that, in 
consideration of the new status conferred upon the 
office 0; gov rnor general by the Imperia! conference, 
ex-politicians are excluded, and also that, in no in- 
stance, candidates for these positions shall ever have 
been resident in the dominion or territory over which 
th.y are appointed to deputize for Mis Majesty the 
King.”

THE RHEUMATIC TENDENCY 


Rheumatic toxins are versatile performers. They 
may aysume many forms. At first observation there 
might appear to be no relation between acute rheu- 
matic fever, heart disease, chorea, arthritis and mus- 
cular rheumatism, but it seems almost certain that 
much the same kinds of toxins are responsible for 


all of these troubles, 

The various forms of rheumatism may be divided 

by symptoms into groups, as the following: Acute 
rheumatism or rheumatic fever, sub-acute rheuma- 
lism, chronic rheumatism, muscular rheumatism, 
rheumatoid arthritis, acute peri-articular rheumatism, 
chronic osteo-arthritic rheumatism, and Still’s dis- 
ease, 
At one time, pains in any part of the muscles or 
bones were termed rheumatism, but doctors are 
now trying to make sharp distinctions between the 
different forms. This is undoubtedly a good plan, 
provided that they do not lose sight of ‘the funda- 
mental causes which are present in every case. 

- The medical profesction is almost united in the 
view that rheumatic diseases are caused by infection 
from some variety of streptococci, and it ts believed 
that the possible sources of the infection may ori- 
ginate in the teeth, mouth, throat, tonsils, sinuses, 
innear ear, bronchial tubes, intestinal tract and other 
mucous Membranes. A 

I am not disparaging the infection t . How- 

ever, I am certain that the various forms of infection 
are often only irritating causes whenever there al- 
ready exists a rheumatic toxicosis. For instance, a 
tonsillar infection may be like a match setting off 
the blaze of rheumatism, but that fuel is already 
present and is always a toxic, polsoned state of the 
body. 
The reason that the rheumatie disorders have 
proved such stubborn diseases to cure is mostly be- 
cause physicians have been so busy in searching for 
a specific bacterial cause that they have overlooked 
the fundam¢ntal principle that rheumatism must 
have its root in a soll of some toxemia, and even if 
bacteria are to be considered a contributory cause, 
they could not be considered the direct cause any 
more than a luxuriant growth of vegetables would 
be considered the cause of wll fertilized ground, 

It is my opinion that before any form of rheu- 
matism develops, there must have been a definite 
leaning or inclination toward this disorder, long before 
an acute attack can develop, or before a chromic form

It may have proved a transient 
idealism, but, while it lasted, there 
was much of beauty and sincerity 
in it. The trickster and the trader 
were busy, and there was, I know, 
much tongue-in-check preachment 
of civilized ideals that were secretly 
shelved, but for the inarticulate 
millions throughout the western 
world war and _ world politics 
seemed, for the moment, the su- 
preme spiritual adventure of man- 
kind. 


These mute millions were out to 
make a new world! 

The war was a time of sincere, if 
superficial, moral expansion, one of 
those spacious hours of human his- 
tory when even little men take on 
something of the largeness of the 
time, 

The horizons of men’s interests 
were pushed out, The studied 
frivolities of the dinner table gave 
way to serious discussion of the 
spiritual conflict that was going on 
above the battle of arms. Men who 
had b fore read little save the 
sporting page began poring over 
foreign despatches on world affairs. 
Men who a few months before had 
been living narrow and self-centred 
lives went about Hke new converts 
with a passion for disinterested 
public service, Men gave and 
fought for peoples thoy had never 
seen, for peopl.s whose names they 
could not pronounce, 

Later retrogressions of interest 
have blurred our sense of the 
singular exaltation of spirit that 
marked the war period. Men felt 
not so much that they were at war 
as that they were on a crusade. 
They were out to beat the enemy to 
his knces, and they would brook 
no intereference with their battling, 
more than that, they were on the 
hunt for a new world. 

The inarticulate millions were in 
@ lordly and liberal mood and were 
willing to follow a Jead rship that 
gave promise of bringing into being 
the new world they needed. 

They were willing to endure the 
mud and murder of the battlefield 
because their eyes were fixed on a 
better and more stable human so- 
ciety at the end of the war, 

Something of this sort of nation- 
wide. d dication to a war against 
economic insecurity is possible, and 
with it we van transform the eco- 
nomic world, and we can go far to- 
wards the transformation in 1931.

vere. The concluding paragraph of his 
Speech, accspting the Presidential 
Nomination, {s as follows: 

“I would not be my natural self if 
I did not utter my consciousness of 
my limited ability to meet your full 
expectations, or to realize the aspira- 
tions within my own breast, but I will 
Sladly give a] that is in me, all of 
heart, soul, and mind, and abiding love 
of country, to service in our common 
cause. I can only pray to the Om- 
nipotent God that I may be as worthy 
in service as I know myself to be 
faithful in thought and purpose. One 
cannot give moré. Mindful of the vast 
responsibilities I must be frankly hum- 
ble, but I have that confidence in the 
consideration and support of all true 
Americans which makes me wholly 
unefraid. With an unalterable faith 
and in a hopeful spirit, with a hymn 
of service in my heart, I pledge fidelity

Edmonton will undertake capital ex- 
penditures of $1,521,100 this year, if 


revised estimates, as prepared by the 
city commissioness and departmental 
superintenden‘s, are approved by the 
city counci] Monday night. A schedule 
of these revised -‘timates has been 
prepared. 

Of this total, the five city-owned 
utilities plan to spend $526975 and) 
this amount will not, as a result, di- 
rectly affect the mill rate. 

Following are the revised estimates, 
by departments: sewers, $215,000; pav- 
ing, exclusive of track reconstruction, 
$212,600; sidewalks, $125,000; curbing 
$15,000; boulevards, $60,000; grading 
and gravelling, $80,000; light grading, 


$5,000; city share of local improve- 
ments, $50,000; bridges (subject to 
approval by burgesses), $100,000; 


scavenging equipment, $20,000; police 
station, $100000; fire department 
‘equipment, $11,525; electric light ex- 
tensions, $161,500; street railway track 
reconstruction, $202,000; telephone ex- 
tensions, $102,150; waterworks, $61,350.
